The Vice 4 President’s ruling was 
based directly upon the decision of the 
United States Supreme court in the 
‘case of Mal s! Daugherty, brother of 
Harry M. Daugherty, former attorney 
general, in which there was affirmed 
the right of a senate committee to 
compel the appearance of witnesses 
even though the congress during which 
the committee was empowered had ad- 
journed. 3 

“The Supreme court was passing 
upon the powers of a senatorial com- 
mittee authorized by a resolution ‘to 
sit and perform its duties at such 
times and places as may be deemed 
advisable or necessary by said com- 
mittee,’ the Vice President’s decision 
read. 
the resolution extended the powers of 
the eétimittee beyond the congress 
which passed the creating resolution: | __ 


Decision Called Applicable. 
“Senate resolution 195, Sixty-ninth 
congress, creating the present sena- 
torial investigating committee, con- 
tains the following language: ‘Said 
committee is hereby empowered to 
sit and act at such time or times and 


deem necessary.’ The holding of ,the 
Supreme court in the Daugherty case 
therefore is clearly applicable.”

Judge 
Jonas was assigned to the Bond court, 
which was created by order of Chief 
Justice Harry A. Olson because of the 
prevalence of fake bonds. 

‘It has been decided that wherever 
a bad bond was given I have jurisdic- 
tion,” Judge Jonas said. ‘‘ The con- 
tempt is against the court as an in- 
stitution rather than against any one 
branch of it, and therefore, because 
of my assignment, I can cite for con-

TACKLE TRANSIT 


PROBLEM PRONTO 


Much Hinges on Fate of 
-Terminable Permits. (= 


BY OSCAR HEWITT. 


One of the first major jobs which 


Mayor-elect Thompson will tackle is 
the age old transportation question. He 
repeatedly stated during his campaign 
that this matter should be settled 
promptly. He added yesterday in a 
aulet hour that he Intended to get at 
that subject as soon as he can. 
‘The matter is pressing for attention. 
The 1907 franchises of the surface 
. times expired last Feb. 1. ‘Those ordi- 


nances, minus the requirements for 
extensions, were extended for six 


months from the date of their expira- 
tion. If no agreement is reached or 
ordinance passed before that extension 
lapses, there will arise the question of 
valuations, as well as other important 
matters. 


Terminable Permits Uncertain. 


In the meantime the proposed policy 
of terminable permits i8 pending in an 
uncertain way before the state legisla- 
ture. The commission appointed to 
investigate the subject has made its 
report to the senate, but house mem- 
bers who have to date declined to sign 
the report have submitted nothing to 
the house. No Dill been presented 
in either branch of the legislature, but 
it was freely gossiped that the delay 
was due entirely to the Chicago mayor- 
alty election. 

It is therefore expected that a ter- 
minable permit bill will be presented 
soon and necessarily the new city ad- 
ministration must take a position on 
it. The Dever administration has op- 
poged terminable permits unless they 
provided for home rule. The mayor- 
elect has also advocated home rule for 
years, and Mr. Thompson reiterated 
yesterday that he will still “fight for 
it.” Not enough time has elapsed since 
election for Mr. Thompson to confer 
with his advisers in an effort to deter- 
mine upon a concrete transportation 
policy 


Small Is Big Factor. 

‘If the legislature passes a termina- 
ble permit law, then Gov. Small will 
be a prominent factor in the situation. 
Im fuct he may assume a dominating 
position, because of his control of 
the general assembly, before any ac- 
tion ig taken. If legislation is a pre- 
requisite for carrying out whatever 
plan Mr. Thompson decides upon, then 
his former friend and present enemy, 
Fred Lundin, may get into the situa- 
tion because of his influence with Gov. 
Small. From what Mr. Lundin said 
about Thompson during the campaign 
he might be expected to oppose what 
Mr. Thompson may decide he wants. 

Before the council local transporta- 
tion committee there are now pending 
two ordinances. One is fathered by 


Frederick Lisman and John Maynard 
Harlan and asks for a term franchise. 
The other is usually referred to as the 
company ordinance and contemplates 
terminable permit legislation.

Moses set the example of having ten 
commandments. The various laws of 
Moses have been the bond which has 
held together the Jewish people for sev- 
eral thousand years. With few excep- 
tions they have had greater vitality, in- 
dividually and collectively, than the 
peoples among whom they have lived. 
That they had this superior vitality is 
due, in great if not in greatest part, 
to the fact that they had the Mosaic 
law and that they have usually obeyed It. 
Among the Mosaic laws were many 
that had to do with group action.. There 
were laws of group sanitation and group 
hygiene. There were many others that 
related to individual hygiene and sani- 
tation. Never in human history has 
there been so much so-called sumptuary 
law as is found in the books of Moses. 
There are people who talk about so- 
called sumptuary laws with derision, as 
though they were newly discovered. 
Moses did not discover so-called sump- 
tuary legislation, but he developed the 
theme and used it extensively. _ 
_When, however, Moses came to select 
ten themes for his commandments he 
left aside all sanitation and hygiene 
except mental hygiene, and to that’ he 
devoted the last of the commandments. 
The Moses commandments were largely 
negative in character, “ Thou shalt not” 
being the form used. :

Chicago, April 6&—For the last {two 
weeks many and varied reports have 
been coming to the health department of 
cases of leprosy in the chop suey houses 
of Chicago. These reports have been 
carefully investigated by physicians of 
the health department, and no evidence 
whatever has been found of any 
of leprosy in a chop suey house or other 
restaurant in the city. 


For the benefit of your readers, we 
would say that all chop suey houses in 


Chicago are inspetted regularly by the 
health department, the same as other 
restaurants, and that they must comply 
with the sanitary ordinances in- regard 
to sanitation and the health of their em- 
ployes. 

The persistence of. these rumors is un- 
doubtedly due to the survival of a blind, 
unreasoning terror of. leprosy, a fear 
handed down from’ before biblical times. 
It is how well known that leprosy is only 


‘very sligitly contagious, and that inti- 


mate contdct ovét long periods of time 
is for the,transmission of the 
disease. “Leprosy in Ghicago is very rare 
and there is no reason to believe that it 


will éver be a serfous public health prob- 
lem here.

Night Clubs Hit

New York, April 7.—[Special.]—Gov. 
Smith’s approval of the Wales theater 
padlock bill today caused District At- 
torney Joab H. Banton to announce 
that the law is as directly applicable 
to night clubs and cabarets as it is to 
theaters. He declared that “ women in 
night clubs had better put on clothes, 
too.” 

Mr. Banton, who drew up the Dill 


| and enlisted the support necessary for 


its passage, said it had the support of 


|the public, which would make convic- 


tions easy. 


The district attorney, while denying 
that he would spy on either the the- 
aters or the night clubs, intimated the 
public, as well as the police, would re- 
port violations. He said he would act 
promptly upon complaints and that 
clean entertainments should be an 
early result. He added that, “as in all 
cases where a moral principle in- 
volved, the governor was found on 
the side of right thinking people.” 

Theatrical producers and managers, 
for the most part, expressed disap- 
pointment over Gov. Smith's action in

“We now have the right kind of 
law and the law is backed by the pub- 
lic.

Un- 
der this new law we shall find that 
theater owners will be the best kind 
of censors of plays produced, in their 
theaters and,that, after all, is what is
